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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -27 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 US.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by the applicant 
disclosure in the background. 

The applicant disclose a transaction apparatus comprising: a display unit for performing a 
guide display; a plurality of 1/0 units 440-443 for performing a transaction operation; and a 
control unit for controlling the guide display of the screen of said display unit controlling said 
plurality of 1/0 units according to an object embedded in the screen content 502, wherein said 
control unit controls the sequence of said 1/0 units by the script of said object, and updates a 
display message of said display unit according to said sequence control (see figs. 27-29; pages 2- 
5); wherein said control unit further comprises a browser 410 which interprets an applet tag of 
the screen content and performs said guide display, and also interprets an applet tag of said 
object embedded in said screen content and calls up a method for each processing for controlling 
said 1/0 unit, and said control unit controls the sequence of said 1/0 unit from said browser and 
updates the display message of said display unit according to said sequence control (see fig. 27); 
wherein said control unit performs communication between the applet of said object and the 
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applet of said screen, and updates the display message of said display unit (see page 3, lines 12- 
24); wherein said control unit calls up a function of said script by the applet of said object, and 
updates the display message of said display unit, wherein said control unit calls up a method for 
each processing for controlling the synchronization of said plurality of 1/0 units according to the 
script of the object embedded in said screen content, and controls the synchronization of said 
plurality of 1/0 units, and wherein said 1/0 unit further comprises a cash unit for at least 
receiving cash, validating the received cash, and depositing the cash, and said control unit 
interprets the script of said screen content and updates the display message of said display unit 
according to the operation of said cash unit (see page 3, lines 3-1 1); wherein said control unit 
sends a request to said Web server after executing an initial deposit and additional deposit (the 
transaction terminal is controlled the web server, every transaction is communicated to the web 
sever for approval), (see page 3, line 17+). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
6. Claims 1-7 and 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over of 
the applicant disclosure in view of Levett et al, US Pub. 2004/0148375. The applicant disclosure 
has been discussed above. 

The disclosure does not disclose that the display is updated according to the screen 
content from the web server wherein the applet/script is downloaded from the web server. 

Levett et al disclose a presentation service, which enable client device to run network 
based application comprising: storing the applet in the server wherein the applet is downloaded 
to the client device in response to client's request. 

In view of Levett et al's teachings, it would have been obvious for a person of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the applicant's disclosure to store a 
generic applet in the web server in lieu of having installed in every client device. Such 
modification would effectively manage and dynamically the display in the application interface 
on the host client platform, would effectively update the user interface that reflects the state of 
information in the database layer. This would allow appropriate configuration parameters to the 
client device, which would prevent unauthorized access without a session object (user specific). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to an ordinary artisan to modify the teachings of 
applicant's disclosure as such.
